He is three 
hundred miles from Chicago. He 
could never have come except for 
the free cot furnished in Chicago. 
A member gave him $40 to come. 
That was his all. That member 


said, ‘That was the best $40 I\ 


ever invested. This poor Baptist 
preacher has done wondefs since.’ 
"A .” 

I have just talked |jwith my 
brother, Evangelist Bill Rice, and 
both of us feel_a great''need to 
furnish beds for preachers in these 
Summer conferences. Brother 
Harper offers to give $100 Sor this 
purpose. In my own mind I have 
promised the Lord that I will try 
to give $100, also. I believe that 
other godly people will give money 
for this purpose and make it 
possible for many  poorly-paid 
preachers and ministerial students 
to attend these conferences ‘on re- 
vival and soul winning. 

We cannot pay for meals or 
transportation. We cannot furnish 
free beds for preacher’s wives. We 
plan simply to take care of sleep- 
ing accommodations for preachers 
and ministerial students who 
otherwise could not afford to come 
to the conferences. Of course we 
will expect every such preacher or 
ministerial student to attend the 
conference sessions regularly while 
on the ground. This is not a lark. 


We are simply trying to. set|- 


preachers and ministerial  stu- 
dents on fire for soul winning. We 
are trying to show people how to 
have revivals. We are trying to

The Fearful 
The fearful, moral cowards; 


people who are afraid to stand for 
their convictions. They are the 
fearful. You know, there is a 
kind of bulldog bravery; a man 
isn’t afraid of a physical fight; 
he will face the bullets, but lacks 
moral courage. He lacks’ the 
courage that stands up for the 
right; lacks the courage to stand 
in the gap; to buck it; lacks the 
courage to stand against those 
who are doing wrong. He bows 
down and cringes in the face of 
public opinion. He is a coward. 
That attitude of heart and mind 
is typical of those who go to Hell. 
The fearful shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone, not because 
they are afraid. People do not 
go to Hell for their sins; they go 
to Hell because they do not know 
Jesus Christ. But there are peo- 
ple who have not the courage to 
step out for Jesus. The fearful 
go to Hell.

Gambling needs to be brought before the court and 


branded as a sin-and a crime. 


In this chapter the witnesses 


will be called and gambling will stand before the Bar con- 
victed as a sin by the testimonies of many witnesses. 


God’s Word says, ‘One witness 
shall not rise up against a man 
for any iniquity, or for any sin, 
in any sin that he sinneth: at the 
mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall 
the matter be established’’ (Deut. 
19:15). Two witnesses are re-|

quired, according to God’s Word 
—or three witnesses—to estab- 
lish a matter. I am going to 
bring seven witnesses against 
gambling to show it is wrong and 
a sin—four more than are _ re- 
quired. 


The Bible Is a Witness 
Against Gambling 

‘What does the Bible teach, di- 
rectly or indirectly, about gam- 
bling? Dr. Walter A. Maier in 
his book, Rebuilding With Christ, 
Says someone might say, “Why, 
the word, ‘gambling’ is not even 
mentioned in the Bible! True, 
and neither do the words ‘rape,’ 
‘manslaughter,’ ‘larceny,’ ‘suicide,’ 
‘embezzling,’ ‘bootlegging,’ ‘white 
slavery,’ ‘racketeering,’ occur in 
the Scripture, but the evils in- 
volved in all these, as in gam- 
blind, are clearly and repeatedly 
condemned.” The Bible gives 


p | passage on passage clearly against 
- | the evil in gambling. 
Gambling is wrong, according to. 


the Bible, because Jesus would 
not gamble while He was here on 
earth ang would not gamble if He 


were here today. “What has that 
to do with me?” someone might 
ask. Plenty! As Christians we 
are to follow daily the steps of the 
Son* of God. In I Peter God's 
Word says, “ ... leaving us an 
example, that ye should follow 
his steps.” What would Jesus 
do? As a Christian I am to fol- 
low Him. Never could I picture 
Him at a card game or shooting, 
dice, or selling or buying chances 
or crying out, “Bingo!” 
Gambling Is Wrong, accord- 
ing to the Bible, Because It 
Is an Unequal Yoke 
Gambling is wrong, according 
to Bible teaching, because of evil 
associations. Christians who 
gamble are with the wrong crowd, 
running with gamblers. Certain- 
ly we are to love the unsaved and 


| seek to win sinners, but we are 


not to “yoke” up with them in 
evil pleasures. Christians are to 
stay away from and shun evil 
companions, The Bible com- 


: mands: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers; for what 
fellowship hath righteousness 
with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with dark- 
ness? And what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? or what part

these are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believ- 
ing ye might have life through 
his name.’ But there is a differ- 
ence .in believing about Jesus and 
believing im Jesus. You can be- 
lieve about Jesus and go to Hell. 
The Greek word which is trans- 
lated “believe” means “to trust.” 
It means to trust with the heart 
as well as to believe with the 
head. It means to give heart as- 
sent as well as intellectual assent 
to a fact. And there are people 
who believe about Jesus who have 
never believed in Jesus. “Every- 
body that’s talkin’ ’bout Heab’n 
ain’t a goin’ there.” 

You know there are a lot of 
people who talk about trusting 
Jesus who do not trust Jesus. I 
am talking to some young person 
who has been reared in church, 
and you have talked about believ- 
ing in Jesus Christ, but there has 
never been a time when you have 
actually put your faith in Jesus. 
I am talking to some young per- 
som who has never been bom 
again. 


Never Been Saved 

I had a young person in the 
inquiry room last night to tell me 
that he had never made it a per- 
sonal matter, and that he ‘had 
never believeq in Jesus. He had 
just been believing about Jesus 
from the time he was a little 
child, but he had never accepted 
Jesus as his personal Saviour. 
Last night he let Jesus come into 
his heart. 

Very often a student will come 
to my office and say something 
like this: “I’m sure I have never 
actually been saved before. I’m 
sure that I have never trusted 
Jesus Christ in my heart before. 

have just been reared in a 

hristian home, and I have given 


assent to these things and I have 
agreed that the gospel is true and 
that Christ was the Son of God, 
but I have never believed in Jesus 


before. I want to trust Him ag 


my Saviour.” There are people 


here who have belheved in Him, 
then they look to themselves and 
begin to wonder if they are ac- 
tually saved. They need to find 
assurance in the Word of God. 
But peorle go to Hell because 
they do not believe. It is a mat- 
ter of belief. “As a man think- 
eth in his heart, so is he.””’ What 
you believe determines what you 
do. What you. believe’ deter- 
mines the course of your life. 
When you put your faith in Jesus 
Christ, that brings the power of 
God into your heart and into your 
life to perform a miracle and to 
make you a child of God. But 
people go to Hell because of un- 
belief. 

God places the unbeliever in the 
same class with thieves and sor=- 
cerers and idolaters and whore- 
mongers and liars, and says they 
will go to Hell.

Since many Christians have 
made excuses for their smoking by 
stating that Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon smoked, it is necessary 
to give the following explanation: 

I was a member of the enter-: 
tainment committee of the World 
Baptist Alliance in the Baptist 
Temple of Philadelphia in 1911. 
Some months prior to these meet- 
ings, Dr. Shakespeare, General 
Secretary of the Alliance, came to 
give instruction and advice in re- 
gard to the conduct of these 


gatherings. 


At that time there came to 


Philadelphia a Baptist minister 


who had been the chief secretary 
of the late Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon. In his discussion of 
Spurgeon’s life and of his loyalty 


to Christ, he told this story to)

“One Saturday morning Mr,’ 
Spurgeon went out for a walk, and

Him. It was because our dirty, 
filthy sins were upon Him. It 
was because you are a sinner. I 
do not care who you are. You 
may bé.a morally, manly young 
man; you may be a pure, sweet, 
refined, modest, virtuous young 
woman, but if you have not been 
born again, you sit here in this 
building tonight in darkness and 
in sin and headed for a hopeless 
Hell.

I said, “He certainly did.” 

Did you ever read His last 
sermon? Did you read how He 
stood up in the temple, looked into 
the faces of the hypocrites, people 


who professed to be very pious, | 


religious people, and said, “Woe 
to you, hypocrites, how can you 
escape the damnation of hell?” 
That’s what Jesus said. He found 
a poor woman taken in sin and 
said, “Go thy way and sin no 
more.” He found another woman 
in sin and said, “I will give thee 
water springing up into eternal 
life.’ He stood up in the temple, 
looked in the faces of those hypo- 
crites and said, “You are full of 
dead men’s bones. How can you 
escape the damnation of hell?” 
Jesus said that. Jesus said 
more about Hell than any other 
character in the Bible. If you 
should tear out every page in the 
Bible that says anything about 
retribution for sin, you would not 
have much Bible left. Jesus had 
a lot to say about it. 


The Valley of Hinnom 

I realize that when He spoke 
about the worm that dieth not and 
the fire that is not quenched and 
spoke of being cast into Hell, He 
used the Greek word, Gehenna, 
derived from the Hebrew, Ge, 
which means valley, and Hinnom 
means that particular valley, the 
valley of Hinnom. This valley was 
southeast of Jerusalem. It was 
once the scene of _ idolatrous 
worship. Back in the olden days 
before Josiah came to be king in 
Jerusalem, they worshipped the 
god, Moloch, in this valley. This 
was a great bronze image which 
they kept heated almost--white 
hot. They used to practice awful 
ceremonies, the most abominable 
practices. They practiced prosti- 
tution as a religious ceremony, and 
they would take little babies out 
to this awful god, which was kept 
heated, and they would pull a 
lever to open his mouth, and would 
put the little babies into that awful 
mouth. The babies would be en- 
gulfed and burned alive, and the 
people would beat drums out there 
to drown the cry of the burning 
infants. The valley was also called 
Tophet, from Toph, meaning. a 
drum. When Josiah became king 
and a revival swept the land and 
the Word of God was read, they 
destroyed this idolatry. They 
turned the valley of Hinnon into 
the city dumping grounds. Here 
‘he dead bodies of malefactors 
vere cast out and the dead bodies 
of animals were thrown. A fire 
was kept burning out there to 
devour the filth. Naturally, ac- 
cording to the law of language, 
that valley became a symbol of 
everything that is heinous and 
abominable and bad. It was 
natural that it should become a 
symbol of Hell. When Jesus was 
here, it was a well-known figure 
for Hell. And Jesus said that it 
was better fo go through life 
maimed than to be cast into Hell 
where the worm dieth not and the 
fire is not quenched. 


‘The Russellites came along and 
tell us that since Jesus used the 
word Gehenna, there is no Hell, 
but that Hell is a valley southeast 
of Jerusalem Paradise was 
originally a garden in Persia; the 
same logic that would do away 
with Hell would do away with 
Heaven. If there is a Heaven, 


there is a Hell. 


Hades 


But Jesus not only used _ the 
Greek word Gehenna; He also 
used the word Hades, which was 
the place of the departed. It was 
the Greek for the Hebrew word 
Sheol, the place of the departed, 
the place of suffering, the place 
of banishment from God, a place 
where the wicked could not see 
God, a place where the wicked 
suffered, conscious of their lost 
state. The rich man who lifted 
up his eyes and cried out to 
Abraham, “Send Lazarus that he 
might dip his finger in water and 
cool my tongue,” was in Hades. 
He had no hope of being retrieved 
from that awful state, and said, 
“Send Lazarus back to my 
brethren because I don’t want 
them to come down here.” Jesus 
told about things like that. He 
used the word, Hades, over and 
over again. When He spoke of the 
worm that dieth not, I do not 


know whether He meant some 
horrid, fiery-eyed, centipede-like 
worm with a thousand . slimy 
tentacles that sticks his fangs 
into the suffering body of the 
shuddering sinner, or about the 
worm of memory that will plunge 
fangs of remorse into the guilty 
soul, 


The Fire of Hell 

And when He spoke of the fire 
that is not quenched, I do not 
know whether He meant the kind 
of fire with which we are familiar. 
If He did, the bodies of the people 
cast into Hell will have to be 
changed so they can undergo con- 
tinual chemical changes. Fire 
is oxidation, the mingling of 
oxygen with. matter. Rust and 
decay are slow oxidation. Fire is 
rapid oxidation: It implies chemi- 
cal change. The thing that burns 
with fire must suffer a change. 
If the fire of Hell is the kind of 
fire we know in this world, the 
bodies of those people who burn 
in Hell will have to be changed. 
So I say, I do not know whether 
Jesus was talking about the kind 
of fire with which we are famaliar 
Or some fire more awful that will 
burn the guilty conscious through- 
out eternity. But I do know 
that the Infinite, Holy Son of God 
said that it is better to go through 
life with one eye and one hand and 
one foot, than to be cast into 
Hell, and I believe it. I do not 
know much about what Hell is 
like. I Know it is an awful place. 
I know it is a place of banishment 
from God. I know that: it is a 
place of eternal suffering. I know 
that it is the place of the damned. 
I know it is a place where all 
ranks and sexes are herded into 
one promiscuous mob with foulest 
demons. I know it is a place where 
no one will ever have fellowship 
with God. I know that it is a 
place of suffering. 


Character of the Place 


I would like to talk to you 
about the nature of Hell. Munsey 
said, “The idea of the correspond- 
ent between the place and the 
character of the inhabitants of 
the place suggests that Hell is a 
place of horror.’’ Who will go to 
Hell? The fearful, the unbeliev- 
ing, murderers, whoremongers, 
idolaters, sorcerers, liars—people 
like that. The idea of the cor- 
respondence of the character of 
those people and the place sug- 
gests that it is a horrible place. 
It is the penitentiary of the 
damned. It is the place where a 
holy and righteous God casts out 
the ungodly. 


Common Argument 

The many arguments against an 
eternal Hell spring from a com- 
mon source. That fountain head 
is the claim that God is too good 
to allow man to suffer eternal 
damnation in Hell. God is good. 
| He is infinite in His goodness; but 
He is also infinite in His wrath. 
A capacity for love and goodness 
requires a capacity for hate and 
wrath. If God loves, God must 
hate. If God loves the sinner, 
God must hate the sin that damns 
the sinner. Love and hate go to- 


gether. Blessing and cursing go 
together. They form the same 
building. 


‘If you will come with me in your 
imagination, we will turn back 
the flight of time for about three 
thousand years and attend one of 
the grandest ceremonies in the 
history of the worid. There were 
twelve tribes of the children of 
Israel, They were divided. There 
were two mountains in Palestine 
not far apart. Six tribes were 
placed on one mountain, six on 
another. The Levites stand down 
in the valley and read the law; and 
as they read the blessings of the 
law, over here on Mount Gerizin 
the six tribes of the Israelites be- 
gin to cry, ‘‘Amen.” They read 
the curses of the law; the 
Israelites on Mount Ebal_ cry, 
“Amen.”” They read blessed; the 
horde of people cry, “Amen.” They 
read, Cursed, and the other tribes 
of the Israelites cry, ‘Amen.’ 
Cursings and blessings go to- 
gether. They form the same 
structure. And the Russellites and 


the infidels and the atheists may 


put their shoulders to the base- 
ment pillars and struggle and toil 
and sweat and leave their bones to 
mold in the cellar, but the 
righgeous shout on, and the 
damneq groan.on through etern- 
ity. 

But my message tonight is a 


message of love. I would like to 


‘over it. 


I should. like to call the at- 
tention of our Christian friends 
to the following letter which 
was received sometime ago: 
Dear Brother: 


“I have taken the SWORD

years. I read your sermons 
and the advertisement with 
great interest. I have sent 
up many prayers for you and 
your son and for your won- 
derful work with young peo- 
ple: I have wanted to help 
some financially, but felt that 
I could do so little toward 
your raising the one million 
dollar endowment fund.

Prayer 

God said, “I’m not going to let 
you go to Hell without a strug- 
gle. I’m going to put something 
between you and Hell. I don't 
want you to go to Hell. Here's a 
mountain <n going to put in 
your way.” Then He placed be- 
tween you and Hell a mountain of 
prayer. It is almost impossible 
to climb over a mountain like 
that. Thank God for the moun- 
tain of prayer that was placed 
in my pathway! Among the 
treasured pictures I have hung on 
memory’s wall, my mother’s sup- 
plication is the dearest of them 
all. And my father’s prayers. 
My father’s last words’ were, 
“Jesus always answers prayer.” 
He was praying for one of his 
boys who said, “Daddy, I want 
you to know that I am trusting 
Jesus.”

But you 
know, some people have climbed 
over the prayers of loved ones, 
ang have gone on toward Hell. 
I would like to talk about these 
barriers, but I must hurry on. 


The Bible 

The Word of God is between 
the sinner and Hell.- Oh, you say, 
there are people who have never 
heard the Word of God. You have 
heard it. And you believe it. 
You may profess unbelief, but this 
Book convicts. You may say, “I 
don’t believe it,” but you know 
it is true. You are convicted. 
Here is a mountain with sharp 
rock upon it, sharper than a two- 
edged sword, the Word of God. 
You Kkave got to get over this 
Bible to get to Hell. You have 
heard the preached Word; you 
Jive in a land of the open Bible. 


The Heathen 

You say, “What about. the 
heathen who have never heard the 
gospel?” The+heathen who have 
never heard the gospel will answer 
for themselves to God; you will 
not answer for the heathen. You 
will answer for the heathen if 
you do not take the gospel to 
them. The heathen will not an- 
swer for you. You will answer 
for them if you do not take the 
gospel to them, but Goq even 
gives the heathen enough light to 
leave the heathen without excuse. 
I read in the first chapter of Ro- 
mans that the heathen are with- 
Out excuSe, because we are told 
that the heathen understand the 
things of God from the things 
that are made. They cannot un- 
derstand all the things of God, but 
the things that are created at 
least give some light to the 
heathen. “For the invistble 
things of him from the creation 
of the world all clearly seen, be- 
ing understood by the things that 
are made, even his eternal- power 
and Godhead; so that they are 
without excuse” (Rom. 1:20). 
They have a little light,-a little 
flickering light, and ‘this -light 
can let them know that they 
have a greater light, if they will 
turn to that light.’ Who ‘knows 
but ‘what God will give them a 
greater light. If they ‘turn ‘to 
the little light they now have, 
who knows but what’'they ‘turn 
to Jesus who is the light of every 
man that comes into the world. 
But they will*not turn to that 
light.. It is too dim.’ The light 
shines over there to leave’ them 
without excuse, so that when they 
go to Hell they have to say, “We 
turned away from the light to 
get here.’””’ But when you go with 
the bright torch of Revelation, 
God’s Word, with the bright light 
of the gospel of Jesus Christ that 
shines so brightly, many ‘people 
will turn to that bright light and 
be saved. There will be people in 
Hell if you do not take the gospel 
to them. But they are without 
excuse. They have got to climb, 
too.

From our own United States 
of America comes one with hu- 
mor, but very effective logic, by 
Elbert Hubbard in his Book of 
Epigrams, where he said, “The 
only man who makes money fol- 
lowing the races is the one who 
does so with a broom and shovel.”

Sports World, Even Gamblers 
Themselves, Witness 
Against Gambling | 

Even in the sports world, in 
sports that are not connected with 
gambling in themselves, leaders 
are against gambling. Take the 
case of the story that appeared 
in the papers recently concerning 
gambling in the New York Hockey 
League, which read, “Billy Tay- 
lor of the ‘New York Rangers’ 
was expelled for life from the 
‘National Hockey League,’ March 
9, 1948, because he bet $500 on 
Chicago against Boston. Don 
Gallinger of ‘Boston Bruins’ was 
suspended indefinitely pending in- 
vestigation of his alleged associ- 
ation with gamblers.” 

Even gamblers themselves say 
don’t gamble. In an article from 
THE AMERICAN MERCURY, 


condensed in the: April, 1948, 
READERS DIGEST, titled, “Why 
Horse-Players Die Poor,’’ the 
author, an “outstanding turf 
authority” and one time horse- 


player, said the “ ... player fails 
to realize that 99.9 per cent of all 
people who bet on the horses 
lose money steadily and _in- 
evitably. There is NO WAY for 
anyone who has not made horse- 
race betting a career to avoid 1los- 
ing. If ever a game was rigged 
against the player, horse racing 
is it. Under the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of wagering used in this 
country, between 8% and 16 per 
cent of the money bet on a race 
is taken out by the track and by 
state and local taxes. This 
“take” sounds like a harmless 
fee for the winning betters to 
pay for the privilege of cashing 
the remainder. But its effect on 
the horse players is disastrous.” 

The READER’S DIGEST §fur- 
ther states: “Suppose that pat- 
rons of a New York track, where 
the take is 15 per cent, bet exact- 
ly $100,000 to win in a certain 
race. Before the money is dis- 
tributed to the winning betters, 
$15,000 is deducted, leaving only 
$85,000. Now suppose that the 
race is won by a longshot on 
which only 2,500 two-dollar tick- 
ets have been sold. Without the 
take, each ticket would be worth 
$40 ($100,000 divided by 2,500). 
The take, however, reduces the 
value of each ticket to $34 ($85,- 
000 divided by 2,500).” | 

Continuing the quotation from 
READER’S DIGEST, the article 
states: 

“If the winner is a favorite on 
which 25,000 two-dollar_ tickets 
have been sold, the ‘price’ or 
value of each winning ticket 
woulgq be $4. The take cuts this 
figure to $3.40. In the betting 
to “show” (run third), the effect 
is more often more drastic. Note 
how this cuts the lucky better’s 
profits. In the case of the win- 
ning longshot, it works that the 
track gives him only 84 cents 
for every dellar he should have 
won. On the favorite, he wins 
only 70 cents for each dollar he 
should have won. On show hors- 
es, he may win as little as a 
quarter for each dollar he should 
have profited. That is the main 
reason why almost nobody can 
win on the horses. How long can 
you continue matching dollars if 
your opponent takes your full dol- 
lar when you lose but pays you 
only 84 cents, 70 cents or just a 
quarter when you win? 

“A magazine called TURF AND 
SPORT DIGEST reguiarly prints 
a tabulation of how well the pub- 


lished handicappers are doing. Its 
records for five months of 1947 
showed that anyone betting $2 on 
every horse picked by the most 
would 


successful handicapper 
have lost $863. 


“The sucker loses all the money 
he can scrape up or borrow.” Even- 


becomes an easy victim for the 
vicious parasites of horse racing. 
He reads a tout ad which ‘guar- 
antees’ a winner in return for a 
$10 fee. (The. guarantee states 
only that if the horse loses the 
tout will keep giving tips until one 
finally wins.) The sucker bor- 
rows money on his automobile— 
and he loses again. 


“Racing makes suckers out of 
many men who are sensible in 
every other respect. Successful 
businessmen~-ang doctors have 
been fleeced out of their life’s 
Savings by touts who posed as 
jockeys or as the owners of a 
sure thing. The late Boss Tom 
Pendergast of Kansas City, a 
hardheaded man in most trans- 
actions, lost as much as $50,000 
a bet on supposedly inside infor- 
mation fed to him by self-styled 
experts. 


“Dan Parker, tough-minded 
sports editor of the NEW YORK 
MIRROR, once devoted a whole 
column to making fun of the out- 
rageous pretensions of a New York 
tout who was charging suckers $2 
a day for his phony inside infor- 
mation. The  public’s’ reaction 
was amazing: Parker received a 
deluge of letters begging for the 
tout’s address, and a total of $600 
was enclosed for forwarding to 
him.” 
Concluding the READER’S DI- 
GEST article, the author says: 
“But the day of reckoning al- 
ways comes. The man who dou- 
bles up on favorites—the crudest 
and most frequently used system 
of all—will sooner or later run 
into a succession of days when 
the favorites just can’t win. If 
he starts with a $2 bet on the 
first race, bets $4 on the second, 
$8 on the third and so on, a suc- 
cession of ten losers will cost him 
$2,046, and a succession of fifteen 


the recent meeting at Gulfstream 
Park, Florida, twenty-one favor- 
ites lost successive races! There 
is no way to avoid losing streaks. 
Some people follow good jockeys 
—hbut last year a first-rate jockey 
named Eric Guerin, winning rider 
in the Kentucky Derby, rode sev- 
enty-five consecutive losers. Some 
follow post positions. This is 
the most hazardous method of 
all. In fact, the only sure thing 
about any system is that the 
player who foliows it is doomed 
to go completely broke.” 


Remember, the author of the 
article from which portions have 
been quoted is an authority in 
the field of gambling. .The fact 
is brought out that the gambler 
cannot win. . It is a loser’s game! 
When @ man. of the sports 
world says -you cannot win, and 
proves it as he has-done, the evi- 
dence is important. The players 
are the only ones who “gamble” 
at a gambling establishment. The 
house has a “take.’”” They always 
come out with a profit. Men who 
gamble and are connected with 
gambling are witnesses against 
it. They advise—don’t gamble!
